ang Kai-shek and his Nationalists 
cff the mainland to Formosa in 
1949. the ,Red Chinese have vowed 
lo take Formosa. They claim to 
be the only true rulers of China 
and demand Formosa as part of 
it. 


Chiang too claims to be the only 


true ruler of China. He was help- 
less on Formosa until the United 
Stptes gave him military help and 
sent the 7th Fleet to protect him. 
Ihcm he began talking of invading 
the mainland. 


He couldn't do it without Ameri-

Chinese don't have the eauipment

By JAMES MARLOW 
Associated Press News Analyst 
WASHINGTON I/P1—Formosa 
is 


one of the finest examples of hovv 
one word leads to another until 
there's a mess. 


From the time they drove Chi- 


ang Kai-shek and his Nationalists 
cff the mainland to Formosa in 
1949. the ,Red Chinese have vowed 
lo take Formosa. They claim to 
be the only true rulers of China 
and demand Formosa as part of 
it. 


Chiang too claims to be the only 


true ruler of China. He was help- 
less on Formosa until the United 
Stptes gave him military help and 
sent the 7th Fleet to protect him. 
Ihcm he began talking of invading 
the mainland. 


He couldn't do it without Ameri-

help. 
And 
reports 
from 


.he Far East indicate 
the Red 


Chinese don't have the eauipment 
.o invade Formosa— across 
tha 


100-mile 
Formosa 
Straits—while 


the 7lh Fleet stands in the way. 


Both sides \vere still glaring at 


each other when last fall the Red 
Chinese announced they held cap- 
tive as "spies" 11 American air- 
men. This country was indignant. 
The United Nations sent its secre- 
tary general, Dag Hammsrskjold, 
to Peiping to seek a solution. 


To nobody's satisfaction, he re- 


turned to New York three weeks 
tgc with almost nothing to nay ex- 
cept he hoped his mission would 
prove a success if there was "re- 
straint on all sides."

WASHINGTON I/P1—Formosa 
is 


one of the finest examples of hovv 
one word leads to another until 
there's a mess. 


From the time they drove Chi- 


ang Kai-shek and his Nationalists 
cff the mainland to Formosa in 
1949. the ,Red Chinese have vowed 
lo take Formosa. They claim to 
be the only true rulers of China 
and demand Formosa as part of 
it. 


Chiang too claims to be the only 


true ruler of China. He was help- 
less on Formosa until the United 
Stptes gave him military help and 
sent the 7th Fleet to protect him. 
Ihcm he began talking of invading 
the mainland. 


He couldn't do it without Ameri- 


:an 
help. 
And 
reports 
from 


.he Far East indicate 
the Red 


Chinese don't have the eauipment 
.o invade Formosa— across 
tha 


100-mile 
Formosa 
Straits—while 


the 7lh Fleet stands in the way. 


Both sides \vere still glaring at 


each other when last fall the Red 
Chinese announced they held cap- 
tive as "spies" 11 American air- 
men. This country was indignant. 
The United Nations sent its secre- 
tary general, Dag Hammsrskjold, 
to Peiping to seek a solution. 


To nobody's satisfaction, he re- 


turned to New York three weeks 
tgc with almost nothing to nay ex- 
cept he hoped his mission would 
prove a success if there was "re- 
straint on all sides."

ang Kai-shek and his Nationalists 
cff the mainland to Formosa in 
1949. the ,Red Chinese have vowed 
lo take Formosa. They claim to 
be the only true rulers of China 
and demand Formosa as part of 
it. 


Chiang too claims to be the only 


true ruler of China. He was help- 
less on Formosa until the United 
Stptes gave him military help and 
sent the 7th Fleet to protect him. 
Ihcm he began talking of invading 
the mainland. 


He couldn't do it without Ameri-

Chinese don't have the eauipment 
.o invade Formosa— across

men. This country was indignant.

Formosa Is 
Example of 
Many Words

WASHINGTON I/P1—Formosa 
is 


one of the finest examples of hovv 
one word leads to another until 
there's a mess. 


From the time they drove Chi- 


ang Kai-shek and his Nationalists 
cff the mainland to Formosa in 
1949. the ,Red Chinese have vowed 
lo take Formosa. They claim to 
be the only true rulers of China 
and demand Formosa as part of 
it. 


Chiang too claims to be the only 


true ruler of China. He was help- 
less on Formosa until the United 
Stptes gave him military help and 
sent the 7th Fleet to protect him. 
Ihcm he began talking of invading 
the mainland. 


He couldn't do it without Ameri- 


:an 
help. 
And 
reports 
from 


.he Far East indicate 
the Red 


Chinese don't have the eauipment 
.o invade Formosa— across 
tha 


100-mile 
Formosa 
Straits—while 


the 7lh Fleet stands in the way. 


Both sides \vere still glaring at 


each other when last fall the Red 
Chinese announced they held cap- 
tive as "spies" 11 American air- 
men. This country was indignant. 
The United Nations sent its secre- 
tary general, Dag Hammsrskjold, 
to Peiping to seek a solution. 


To nobody's satisfaction, he re- 


turned to New York three weeks 
tgc with almost nothing to nay ex- 
cept he hoped his mission would 
prove a success if there was "re- 
straint on all sides." 


Just about then the Red Chinese 


attacked the Chiang-held island of 
Yikiangshan, which they captured 
without hindrance from

A public hearing1 is scheduled for 


7:30 p.m. Thursday in the Senate 
chamber on a bill to impose rigir 
controls on the state's dairy in- 


These controls would in- 


clude state authority to set 
the 


price of milk at all levels. 


If Ihe bill is parsed, the price of 


milk will climb. Both supporters 


opponents say the measure 


would boost the retail price oi 
milk as much as three cents ;*8 
quart. .

However, proponents of the pro 


posal add that the price increase 
is necessary if many small milk 
distributors are tc remain in busi- 
ness.

Here is the way the station looks 


tc an arriving visitor: 


Perched dn the domed top ot a 


sncwclad mountain is a gigantic 
bubble, kept in globular shape by 
air pressure.

glass bubble, a huge radar anten- 
na rotates 
constantly, 
day and 


night, peering into the distance 
and aloft. 


The .bubble protects the antenna 


from snow and ice, without inter 
fcring with tie radar impulses.

The lad who merely 
extracted 


animal scent and devised a means 
for storing it so that it could be 
kept for use on occasion probably 
had no idea of the extent to which 
the scent business would grow for 
dog training. 


Today with duck, pheasant, quail, 


rabbit, reaccoon, deer, 
and other 


scents available for practical use, 
it is possible to accomplish almost 
anything in doe training 
where 


srcnt is involved. 


There is both the positive and 


the negative approach to scent use. 
A man, training his dog to retrieve, 
can put pheasant duck or quail 
scent on the training dummy. This 
not only adds interesting scent to 
the dummy so that it can be local- • 
ed easier, but helps to bridge the 
gap between artificial and natural 
when the dog is first worked on 
birds. 


Laying drags for raccoon train- 


ing or trials is a positive use. as 
is encouraging a dog to follow a 
trail of a deer scent to train a dog 
to run deer. 


The negative 
approach to the 


use of scents is probably more im- 
portant 
than the positive. With- 


out the use of scents, proofing a 
dog against deer or rabbits is in- 
deed a tremendous 
chore.

Using Scents Sensibly

The lad who merely 
extracted 


animal scent and devised a means 
for storing it so that it could be 
kept for use on occasion probably 
had no idea of the extent to which 
the scent business would grow for 
dog training. 


Today with duck, pheasant, quail, 


rabbit, reaccoon, deer, 
and other 


scents available for practical use, 
it is possible to accomplish almost 
anything in doe training 
where 


srcnt is involved. 


There is both the positive and 


the negative approach to scent use. 
A man, training his dog to retrieve, 
can put pheasant duck or quail 
scent on the training dummy. This 
not only adds interesting scent to 
the dummy so that it can be local- • 
ed easier, but helps to bridge the 
gap between artificial and natural 
when the dog is first worked on 
birds. 


Laying drags for raccoon train- 


ing or trials is a positive use. as 
is encouraging a dog to follow a 
trail of a deer scent to train a dog 
to run deer. 


The negative 
approach to the 


use of scents is probably more im- 
portant 
than the positive. With- 


out the use of scents, proofing a 
dog against deer or rabbits is in- 
deed a tremendous 
chore.

The lad who merely 
extracted 


animal scent and devised a means 
for storing it so that it could be 
kept for use on occasion probably 
had no idea of the extent to which 
the scent business would grow for 
dog training. 


Today with duck, pheasant, quail, 


rabbit, reaccoon, deer, 
and other 


scents available for practical use, 
it is possible to accomplish almost 
anything in doe training 
where 


srcnt is involved. 


There is both the positive and 


the negative approach to scent use. 
A man, training his dog to retrieve, 
can put pheasant duck or quail 
scent on the training dummy. This 
not only adds interesting scent to 
the dummy so that it can be local- • 
ed easier, but helps to bridge the 
gap between artificial and natural 
when the dog is first worked on 
birds. 


Laying drags for raccoon train- 


ing or trials is a positive use. as 
is encouraging a dog to follow a 
trail of a deer scent to train a dog 
to run deer. 


The negative 
approach to the 


use of scents is probably more im- 
portant 
than the positive. With- 


out the use of scents, proofing a 
dog against deer or rabbits is in- 
deed a tremendous 
chore.

Using Scents Sensibly 
By Joe Stetson 
(Dog 
Editor) 


The lad who merely 
extracted 


animal scent and devised a means 
for storing it so that it could be 
kept for use on occasion probably 
had no idea of the extent to which 
the scent business would grow for 
dog training. 


Today with duck, pheasant, quail, 


rabbit, reaccoon, deer, 
and other 


scents available for practical use, 
it is possible to accomplish almost 
anything in doe training 
where 


srcnt is involved. 


There is both the positive and 


the negative approach to scent use. 
A man, training his dog to retrieve, 
can put pheasant duck or quail 
scent on the training dummy. This 
not only adds interesting scent to 
the dummy so that it can be local- • 
ed easier, but helps to bridge the 
gap between artificial and natural 
when the dog is first worked on 
birds. 


Laying drags for raccoon train- 


ing or trials is a positive use. as 
is encouraging a dog to follow a 
trail of a deer scent to train a dog 
to run deer. 


The negative 
approach to the 


use of scents is probably more im- 
portant 
than the positive. With- 


out the use of scents, proofing a 
dog against deer or rabbits is in- 
deed a tremendous 
chore.

Using Scents Sensibly

The lad who merely 
extracted 


animal scent and devised a means 
for storing it so that it could be 
kept for use on occasion probably 
had no idea of the extent to which 
the scent business would grow for 
dog training. 


Today with duck, pheasant, quail, 


rabbit, reaccoon, deer, 
and other 


scents available for practical use, 
it is possible to accomplish almost 
anything in doe training 
where 


srcnt is involved. 


There is both the positive and 


the negative approach to scent use. 
A man, training his dog to retrieve, 
can put pheasant duck or quail 
scent on the training dummy. This 
not only adds interesting scent to 
the dummy so that it can be local- • 
ed easier, but helps to bridge the 
gap between artificial and natural 
when the dog is first worked on 
birds. 


Laying drags for raccoon train- 


ing or trials is a positive use. as 
is encouraging a dog to follow a 
trail of a deer scent to train a dog 
to run deer. 


The negative 
approach to the 


use of scents is probably more im- 
portant 
than the positive. With- 


out the use of scents, proofing a 
dog against deer or rabbits is in- 
deed a tremendous 
chore.

dog training. 


Today with duck, pheasant, quail, 


rabbit, reaccoon, deer, 
and other 


scents available for practical use, 
it is possible to accomplish almost 
anything in doe training 
where 


srcnt is involved. 


There is both the positive and 


the negative approach to scent use. 
A man, training his dog to retrieve, 
can put pheasant duck or quail 
scent on the training dummy. This 
not only adds interesting scent to 
the dummy so that it can be local- • 
ed easier, but helps to bridge the 
gap between artificial and natural 
when the dog is first worked on 
birds. 


Laying drags for raccoon train- 


ing or trials is a positive use. as 
is encouraging a dog to follow a 
trail of a deer scent to train a dog 
to run deer. 


The negative 
approach to the 


use of scents is probably more im- 
portant 
than the positive. With- 


out the use of scents, proofing a 
dog against deer or rabbits is in- 
deed a tremendous 
chore.
